U.S.A. RAIL PASS FARES SET FOR OFF-SEASON 

Amtrak announced Aug 4 that effective Sept 8, the U.S.A, RAIL Pass will sell for 

$165 for 14 days, $220 for 21 days, and $275 for 30 days. These prices, effective 
thru May 15, 1977, are 10% higher than last spring's, are less than the $250, $325 
and $400 rates that prevail thru the summer. Amtrak's overseas U.S.A. RAIL Pass 
stil] sells for $150, $200, and $250, but this will be raised Nov 1 to the same 
fall rates as the domestic pass, Amtrak has decided to stop referring to the do- 
mestic pass as "use-a-rail pass". 
TRAEN RIDERSHIP CONTINUES TO INCREASE 

Figures for May Amtrak ridership, released in late July, show an 8 increase over 
May 1975, systemwide. Long distance ridership was up a whopping 24%, and short dis- 
tance was up 4%. Preliminary figures for June indicate an estimated 942 increase

A few brief comments after going over the numerical results and the many, many 
reader comments: the most obvious conclusion to be drawn is that the new Anfleet 


cars are achieving generally very high rider acceptance, The PALMETTO received the | 
highest Overall rating of any train in our surveys to date. In the short distance & 
category, the top ratings are dominated by Anfleet-equipped trains. Because of the ™ 
introduction of Amfleet equipment, short distance trains are getting significantly ~ 
higher Overall ratings than in the past: the average rating of the top ten short diss 


tance trains is 7.5 in this survey, compared to 6,8 in our last one. Once again, 


Amfleet equipment outrates the other types of unconventional equipment, with an Over 


all 7.3 rating. There seems to be a small] tendency to rate conventional trains lowe 
er now, possibly since they can now be compared with many shiny, new cars on the 
rails: the top ten long distance trains received an average (iverall rating of 7,3 

as compared to 7.5 last time, 

Auto-Train retains its position as the highest-rated long distance train in the 
U.S., and a major shift is the drop in the ADIRONDACK's rank from second to eighth, 
This appeared to be due primarily to complaints about missing and bad-ordered equips 
ment, a problem that plagued the New York-Montreal train during the past months, ¢ 
The SOUTHWEST LIMITED thus becomes Amtrak's highest-rated cruise train, but it ieue 
beaten by the RIO GRANDE ZEPHYR, as last time. The other major shift in long digs: 
tance ratings is a jump by the NORTH COAST HIAWATHA from 13% to 6, The LAKE SHORE” 
LIMITED dropped from 10" to 17", primarily because of complaints over its timekeepe 
ing. One would expect that its ratings will improve when track repair on its route 
is. completed, Abed.

"These ratings are for a trip our family (2 adults, 2 grade school children) took 
from Yakima, WA to Pittsburgh, PA. | have been a railfan for years, and hope to con- | 
tinue, but Amtrak almost lost us on this one, Our main problem was with seat resere 
vations, They made mistakes on 2 out of 4 chances. From Chicago to Pittsburgh, our 
family was split up on two sides of a partition in the middle of the coach (which | 
also had no heat). The big problem was westbound out of Chicago. We ended up with | 
four facing seats, two of which didn't recline, and no leg rests. It was a very 
uncomfortable 2000 miles, Also, the levels of service were like night and day, not 
only between whole trains, but within each train we rode. On category E, Condition 
of cars, | didn't include windows, They were all so terrible, and | understand this 
is a systemwide problem" (David 2.

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RIDING THE LAS VEGAS LIMITED

AMTRAK ADDS LUXURY FEATURES TO ITS NEW CARS 


Under the old Roger Lewis Amtrak, 235 new bi-level long distance passenger cars 


were ordered to replace old equipment on Western trains. For some reason, Amtrak 
at that time must have felt that passengers did not need first class (as opposed 
to economy) sleeping car accommodations, nor did they merit lounge space. Now, on 
July 29, Amtrak took steps to upgrade the features of its new cars, and made plans 
to augment its original order. Here's the way things shape up now: 

Amtrak agreed to order 14 more cars, raising the total on order from Pullman- 
Standard to 249. At the same time it made plans to order 35 "sight-seer" lounge 
cars after Oct 1, when its Fiscal 77 appropriation is solidified. Thus 284 new 
bi-level cars will be under construction, and they will replace 428 conventional 
cars. When the bi-levels begin arriving next year, they will be used to re-equip 
the following trains, in this order: EMPIRE BUILDER, NORTH COAST HIAWATHA, COAST 
STARLIGHT, SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR, SOUTHWEST LIMITED, SUNSET LIMITED, The remaining 
long distance trains in the Amtrak system wi!l share the best of the present con- 
ventional equipment, which probably means the PANAMA LIMITED and the FLORIDIAN will 
use the SOUTHWEST LIMITED's hi-level cars. 

Another change in Amtrak's restructuring of its bi-level order is the reconfigur- 
ing of 42 proposed coaches into coach-baggage cars, using the lower level for bag- 
gage and possibly restrooms, and seating passengers only on the upper level. To do 
this, Amtrak cancelled its order for 26 coachecafe cars and added 24 coaches to the 
order, to compensate for reduced capacity. One dining car was added for reserve 
protection. 

The sleeping car order has had some important changes. Amtrak originally ordered 
55 economy sleepers; now it's asking for 34 economy sleepers and 36 mixed-class 
sleepers. The new mixed-class design will have 10 double bedrooms on the upper 
level, with economy, slumbercoach-type rooms downstairs, and one larger, family 
room additionally. The economy sleepers will have 20 duplex-roomette-1 ike 
rooms on the upper level, having an upper and lower bed in each, without individual 
toilet facilities. The first class bedrooms, on the other hand, will be roomier 
than conventional double bedrooms, and will incorporate some of the features men- 


toned in RIN's recent reader survey of first class service (see First April issue): 


they will be equipped with public address/music systems, will have lockable doors, 
individual toilet facilities (a permanent, non-folding wash basin included), and 
may feature windows on both sidesof the room, with drapes. Amtrak said the design 
of these bedrooms is not "locked in" yet. ; 
Missing from the equipment on order is any roomette room, for individual travel- 
ers, presumably the economy duplex room would be usually used. Also missing initi- 
ally will be lounge cars, since that order will not be placed until this fall. Am- 
trak said the newly-equipped trains will have to run without lounges at first. 
There will be special facilities for handicapped passengers in the sleepers and

He failed to read 
the announcement at Centralia, third stop from Seattle. Upon checking, Amtrak men 
found that the trainman had "difficulty" in reading the Amtrak card. He was re+ 
instructed in the necessity of making the proper P.A, announcements. Later, some 
Amtrak officials privately wondered how the veteran trainman was able to read his 
tickets or train orders. 

Earlier, Amtrak men had complained of delays in servicing the equipment on its 
westbound move from Chicago at BN terminals in Havre, and Whitefish, Montana. 

There were also delays coming in to Spokane, causing members of the press waiting 
at the Spokane depot a degree of frustration. My own personal impression of BN 
dropped some when, on the Friday open house prior to startup, a 8N official caught 
myself and WashARP chairman Paul Phillips discussing Amfleet in the Amcafe car. 


"Well, are YOU enjoying YOUR new equipment?" asked the BN manager in an off-tone 
which probably dovetails well with the growing amounts of conversation one hears 
at present concerning BN's lack of cooperation with Amtrak. Surely the ability of 
Antrak to elicit cooperation from the operating railroads is going to continue to 
be of prime importance if longerange survival of these trains is to be insured. 
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A continuing inability to receive such cooperation may mean Amtrak will be forced 
to become a full-fledged railway of its own, supplying Amtrak locomotive and train 
crews, thus reducing the points of conflict to those associated with joint-trackage 
agreements. : 

Members of the Washington State congressional delegation have privately said that 
the Seattle-based "local" trains will be subject to discontinuance in about one 
year unless patronage increases. Thus, Amfleet represents "do or die" for the runs. 
And yet Amtrak's inability to supply an advertising budget for the new equipment 
seems even more deadly a threat to permanent operation of the runs than BN's some- 
what childish non-cooperation from time to time. 

As a train buff, | will miss the passenger cars that have been replaced, even tho 
the old cars often lacked the maintenance they needed to be fully productive. But 
if Anfleet works, as it shows much promise of doing, the result will be more pass- 
enger trains. And "more passenger trains" as an abstract concept will simply have 
to take precedence over the nults-and-bolts drive within so many of us that con= 
stantly keeps our eyes turned to the rails.
